Declaration of Independence is no more, The 
stirring text and signatures of the members of 
the Continental’ Congress have failed away. 
The precious’ document preserved in the 


cabinet in the State Department library, is now |. 


practically nothing more than a large sheet of 
parchment, Part of the words “ Declaration 
Independence,” which, were written: in Jarge 
letters; ‘ave decipherable,. but not a signa: 
ture: is now visible. One hardly discernible 
stroke of John Hancock's pen is all that re- 
mains of the bold and vigorous’ ‘autograph, 
which he purposely made large so as, ta 
show the British Government that he had 
no fear of being known, The Declaration 
is preserved in a narrow drawer, glass cover: 
ed, which slides in a stect safe with heavy 
double doors, locked. by a combination. After 
its removal to the State Department from 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia, where 
the National Congress held 


a glass‘case and exposed to the view of visitors, 
‘Owing to the strong lisht to which it was sub- 
jected it began’ to fade, and it was removed to 
the case in which it is now preserved, This 
was several years aga. The fading continued, 
however, until now the noted document is 
nothing more, apparently, than a mere blank 
sheet of paper. [When one remembers thatthe 
Declaration expressly stipulated that govern- 
ment could ‘only be by the consent of the 
governed, the fading of the document, in the 
face of the: state of affairs in the Philippines, 
appears ‘somesthat prophetic.
